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unanimously favorable. We would recommend Mr. Jess Hull for 
confirmation.
SENATOR CUDABACK: Thank you. Senator Bromm. You've heard the
report from Transportation and Telecommunications Committee. 
Open for discussion. Seeing no discussion. Senator Bromm, did 
you... Senator Bromm waives the closing. The question before it 
is shall adoption of the Transportation/Telecommunications' 
confirmation report be adopted? All in favor vote aye, opposed 
nay. Voting on the Transportation/Telecommunications report. 
Have you all voted who care to? Record, please, Mr. Clerk.
CLERK: (Record vote. Legislative Journal page 1114.) 31 ayes,
0 nays, Mr. President, on the adoption of the confirmation 
report.
SENATOR CUDABACK: Report is adopted. Mr. Clerk, next agenda
item.
CLERK: Mr. President, an A bill, LB 432A, offered by Senator
Brown. (Read title.) Thank you. Senator Brown, you're 
recognized to open on LB 432A.
SENATOR BROWN: Thank you, Mr. President. This is the fiscal
note for the bill that deals with genetic testing. It calls for 
the expenditure of $22,000 in Fiscal Year 2001 and $33,000 in 
Fiscal Year 2002. The bulk of the expenditure has to do with 
the development of the informed consent forms and I would urge 
the adoption of the...of the bill, but I would also say that for 
$22,000 I would like this job. Thank you.
SENATOR CUDABACK: Thank you. Senator Brown. You've heard the
opening on LB 432A. Open for discussion? Seeing no lights on, 
Senator Brown, did you wish to close?
SENATOR BROWN: No, thank you.
